tbe great central valleys from the 18th to 
the 20th aod the eastern states about tbe 
21st.

This storm will be tbe most severe wtst of 


tbe Mississippi about the 18th and 19tb, 
and very oold weather for this time of the 
year will precede it, crossing tbe continent 
from th«t llth to the 17th. 


A oold wave wil! follow thU storm cross 


Ing the western mountains about the 19th 
and the great western valleys about tbe 
21st and tbe eastern states about the 23d. 
This will be the last ot the winter storms 
n the northern states and the weather will 
>ecome warmer very rapidly, forcing tbe 
crop season from that condition usually 
called late to the other extreme called early 
pring.

VENUS' EDBH TIME. 


The beantiful silvery bright planet Venus 


8 now in her EJeuic age, because she is 
overed by dense cloud bells very similiar 
o those that 
envelop Jupiter. 
The 


ody of Venots is never seen and 
the 


stronomers widely differ as to the period 
f its revolutioo. Some say that it always 
:eeps the same side always to the sun, thus 
tuakiog a revolution once in 256 days. 
Others say, and this is Uught in all tbe 
abools, that Venus'rerolvason its axes in a 
ittle less than 24 hours. 


Astronomers have observed a dark spot 
n Venus similar to that which I have 
escribed as revolving around Jupiter and 
Sey have concluded that this spot is one 
f Venus' mountains. Just as well s.iy. 
iat Pikes Peak reaches out through the 
arth's atmosphere. 
That spot on Venus ia a moon-comet re- 
olving around and very neat the solid 
}ody 
of the planet. Tho moon-comet is 


tie cause of tbe deep cloud balta that hide 
he body of Venus from view. Thut moon- 
omet attendant of Venus has often been 
bserved and.the rensan taut it is not now 
een is that ita electric fornea nave vapor- 
zed the waters nnd other volatile ile- 


euts of VOLUJ eo rapidly that tb.ey have 
xpanded to that moon-comet of Venus and 
nveloped it. 
It is a law in astronomical electricity that 


atellitea, by tha slow accumulation of 
tutio electricity, called the elealroaphere, 
re very slowly floated further and further 
way from their primaries as is the case 
pith our moon'. Bat while 100 years would 
make no perceptible oh tinge in a tcaou's 


rbit, it wonld, if the moon wns very mar 
ts primary,-make a great chacgn in its 
loud belts by evaporation, then fore the 
heory I have advanced above is supported 
>y scientific facts and logical arguments.
